ACP Judge Rates PowWow 
As 'Reaching Stratosphere’

”... so far above average as 
to be close to the stratosphere” 
is the final comment of an As¬ 
sociated Collegiate Press judge 
in rating the spring issues of 
the TJC Pow Wow as All-Amer¬ 
ican. 

This is the paper’s 19th con¬ 
secutive semester to receive the 
superior award. 

The judge, William McRey- 
nolds, a former advisor to the 
Daily Texan at the University of 
Texas, said he “really had to 
scramble to fault you on any¬ 
thing.” 

The 27-page critique judged 
the paper on content, make-up 
and headlines, and photography. 
Content includes news stories, 
style, leads, features, speeches 
and interviews, editorials, and 
sports. 

The Pow Wow’s scores on 
these various divisions ranged

McReynolds singled out the 
work of four reporters as rep¬ 
resentative of what he called 
“superior work.” The four are 
Editor Mary Morphis, Sports Ed¬ 
itor David Widener, and report¬ 
ers Steve Claggett and Karl 
Friedrich. 

Miss Morphis, a junior at the 
University of Texas and an edi¬ 
torial page assistant, wrote a 
sports feature on a sophomore 
who skies for pleasure and pro¬ 
fit. 

Widener, now with the Lufkin 
News, was cited for his overall 
coverage of sports. 

A news feature on a student 
who served with the U.S. forces 
in Viet Nam won attention for 
Claggett, a journalism major at 
the University of Houston. 

Friedrich, a sophomore and 
member of this year’s Pow Wow 
staff, impressed the judge with 
a story on the college’s Hudnall 
Planetarium. Friedrich describ¬ 
ed the mechanical devices Plan¬ 
etarium Director J. L. Friedman 
creates to enhance his shows. 

GOOD COVERAGE 

McReynolds labeled the Pow 
Wow’s coverage “unusually” 
good. “Especially appealing is 
your use of occasional humor,” 
he added. He descirbed the pa¬ 
per’s balance as “superb” and 
said the news stories were “ex¬ 
cellent all the way.” 

Scores in “content” were eq¬ 
ually good. He referred to the 
news stories and style as being 
“excellent-all-the-way.” 

On the editorials, he wanted 
to see “a little more specific.” 

On headlines he wrote, “too 
much contrast” in type on one of 
the pages. 

But the “faults” he pointed 
out were few. Commenting on 
all aspects he said, “I do not 
know when I have been more im¬ 
pressed by a student publi¬ 
cation.” 

The ACP covers critical an¬ 
alysis of papers in the United 
States, Canada, and Mexico. ACP 
says from five to 15 per cent of 
the newspapers rate All- 
American. Other ratings are 
first, second, third, and fourth 
places.

'GET' NOT 'GIT' 

Texas Drawl Stems From 'Carelessness'

To realize a problem is half 
solving the problem—This is how 
Speech Instructor Lawrence 
Birdsong attempts to ex¬ 
plain helping students realize that 
the “East Texas Drawl” is in¬ 
deed “careless” speech. 

“The basic trouble with the 
students’ speech from this area 
is that they are from this area,” 
quipped Birdsong. 

Texans tend to slur their 


words, add extra sounds, or typi¬ 
cally “drawl.” In any case he 
finds carelessness a major fac¬ 
tor. 

M IS PRO NUN Cl AT IONS 

“Pronunciations like Tyluh, 
for Tyler, turble, for terrible, 
git, for get, mere, for mirror, 
grain, for green, lak, for like, 
Yurp, for Europe, far red, for 
fired, bub, for bulb, cheer, for 
chair, futher, for further, and 
errol, for aerial,” says Bird¬ 
song, “are characteristic of East 
Texas carelessness.” 


“Other typical East Texas 
pronunciations,” Birdsong ad¬ 
ded, “includelar, for liar, are, 
for arrow, rang, for ring, shar, 
for shower, Worshinten, for 
Washington, core, for car, and 
hail, for a place where bad peo¬ 
ple go.” 

OUT OF CONTACT 

He cited students who have 
lived most of their lives in com¬ 
munities in East Texas as “un¬ 
fortunately out of frequent con¬ 
tact with enough people from 
outside Texas to realize there are 
variations in dialect. 

If by some chance they hear 
someone from a different part of 
the country, Birdsong contin¬ 
ued, “his speech is considered 
careless and incorrect.” 

In helping students, the speech 
instructor first makes it apparent 
to the student that his speech is 
“incorrect, as compared with 
the speech of the majority of eel 
ucated and cultured speakers of 
the United States.” 

“There is possibly no better 
way to do this,” Birdsong says, 
“than to give the student some 
material to read and record, and 
then let him listen to himself. 
Few people fail to realize that 
they need help after they listen 
to themselves talk.” 

After the student finally “sees 
the light,” the next step is to 
work on East Texas “problem 
words.” 

AVOIDING DIALECT 

“One way,” says Birdsong, 
“to avoid the East Texas dialect 
is to pronounce, with proper 
stress, all sounds as they ap¬ 
pear.” 

After the student sees his 
mistakes and is exposed to prop¬ 
er pronunciation, it is up to the 
student as to how much he will 
improve. 

Improvement, Birdsong says, 
“comes only through practice in 
class and laboratory with a tape 
recorder, through constant 
awareness of all speaking,” and 
as Birdsong puts it, “Hard 
Work!”

The directory, the “Tribe,” 
is financed solely through the sale 
of advertisements with no aid 
from allocations. Cost of the ad¬ 
vertisements, from $6 to $36, is 
in relation to the size of the ad 
desired by the merchant. 

Senate officers sold ads to 
local merchants and businesses 
during the summer and are still 
selling, hoping to sell enough ads 
by October to pay for publica¬ 
tion of the directories. 

I 0 700 STUDENTS 

Officers collected informa¬ 


tion on 1,700 students during reg¬ 
istration. The student’s name, 
his preference of home or school 
address, phone number, and clas¬ 
sification were requested. A 
table will be set up in Jenkins 
Hall in following weeks for stu¬ 
dents who missed filling out this 
information form, according to 
Senate officers. 

The idea of distributing a free 
directory was first conceived by 
former Senate President David 
Chambers. 

“Directories have proved 
beneficial to student school work, 
dating, and for connections dur¬ 
ing periods of vacation,” said 
Senate President Mike Ball. 


Posters Must Go 
Within 24 Hours 


All posters must be removed 
from the halls “within 24 hours 
after the ..'termination of the an¬ 
nounced event,” said Mrs. Aver¬ 
ille Greenhaw, director of stu¬ 
dent activities. 

“Students who put them up are 
responsible for taking them 
down,” she said. 

In the case of posters for 
candidates running for an office, 
they can not go up until either 
the tryouts or the campaign 
speeches are completed, Mrs. 
Greenhaw said. In an election, 
no posters will be allowed within 
20 feet of the ballot boxes. 

Masking tape must be used on 
all posters.

French Historical Magazine 
PaysTribute To Edwin Symrl 


A several page tribute to the 
late Edwin Smyrl, former student 
and faculty member of TJC and 
son of Math Instructor Mrs. Sam - 
mie Smyrl, appeared inthejune- 
December issue of the University 
of Poitier’s magazine, ‘‘Note¬ 
book of Medieval Civilization.” 

Smyrl, who died in an auto¬ 
mobile accident March 28, 1965, 
in Aix-de Provence, France, was 
at the time, associated with the 
foundation of the Institute for 
American Universities. He was 
to have taught history of art, 
medieval history, and compara¬ 
tive institutions. 

The one-time Fulbright 
Scholarship awardee is describ¬ 
ed as 

“...one of those whom one 
does not forget. The contrast 
was startling between the power¬ 
ful physique, even massive, and 
the delicacy of heart, between 
the sharp intelligence, the mind

lively and sometimes biting, and 
the scrupulous sensitiveness, be¬ 
tween the cordiality of his man¬ 
ner and the reserve of his feel¬ 
ings. M 

The tribute continues: 

“His students will remember 
all the devotion that he gave to 
them; his friends will remember 
the influence that the culture and 
personality of this secretive and 
adventurous man always had on 
them; his family alone can re¬ 
member his anxiety, hopes, and 
affection in their regard. His 
memory is impressed in an im¬ 
perishable fashion in the hearts 
of all who knew him.” 


The Drumbeat, an official 
publication of the TJC Ex-Stu- 
dents Association, “should be 
ready for mailing this week, ,, 
said Editor Robert Rhodes.

Two exes of 1966 will attend 
a “floating campus’ * this fall— 
taking one semester of fully ac¬ 
credited college courses aboard 
a luxury liner on an around-the- 
world cruise. 

Fantastic? 

Marseilles, Athens, Rome, 
Istanbul, Cairo, Bangkok, Hong 
Kong, and Honolulu--these are a 
few of the faraway “classroom’’ 
locations for Jan Godfrey and 
Martha Scott. 

Miss Godfrey of Tyler and 
Miss Scott of Canton received 
$1200 scholarships to the Seven 
Seas Division of Chapman Col¬ 
lege. Chapman, over 900 years 
old, is a private Christian col¬ 
lege in Orange, Calif. It offers 
an Interdisciplinary Program of 
Coordinated Studies for Junior 
Year Students. 


the curriculum offered is com¬ 
parable to the finest continental 
universities with most faculty 
members holding M.A. andPh.D. 
degrees frommajor universities. 

Students attend classes six 
days per week, taking 12-18 
hours. Mid-term exams, finals, 
and research papers are stand¬ 
ard requirements. 

Courses stressed are the hu¬ 
manities and social sciences-- 
world problems, art, historical 
philosophy, government, econo¬ 
mics. 

In port, students will separ- i 
ate into tours of various inter¬ 
ests, such as art, history, and 
architecture. “These tours in ; 
port are an important part of the 
program,” says Miss Godfrey. 
“We will be able to meet the 
people, learn their customs and 
different problems and be able to 
talk to the youth of the count¬ 


ries.” 

Three churches hold Pro¬ 
testant, Jewish, and Catholic ser¬ 
vices. 

Miss Godfrey adds that one 
amusing sidelight of the trip will 
be spending Thanksgiving in Tur¬ 
key. Christmas and New Year’s 
will be spent in Bangkok. 

The “floating campus” idea 
allows students to combine ser¬ 
ious studies with fun times.

The teacher checks out a 
specific aid and puts his room 
number on the back of the card 
attached to the equipment. He 
then places the card in envelopes. 

| This procedure keeps the process 
orderly. She can tell at a glance 
! what teacher is using which aid. 

“The new system,” she says, 
“allows faster and more efficient 
operation of the use of equipment 
between teachers.” 

The department also helps the 
| teacher by making transparinces, 

I setting up equipment, delivering 
1 and picking up the aids. This 
leaves the “teachers valuable 
class room time for teaching,” 
the director said. 

In serving further the faculty, 
Mrs. York says, “we try to help 
every teacher get any aid they 
need at the time they need it.” 


Tickets are being given to 
faculty members as well as stu¬ 
dents for parking violations. 

Tyler police officer Preston 
Massey said faculty members are 
still being fined for improper 
parking in the parking lots. 

The most common parking 
violations among faculty mem¬ 
bers, Massey said, are parking 
outside the “designated areas and 
taping parking permits to their 
cars.

Applications Due 
For Draft Test 

Applications for draft tests, 
to be given next month, must be 
postmarked no later than Friday, 
Oct. 21, according to Counselor 
Tommy Tooker. 

“We'll probably have appli¬ 
cations in the office before the 
end of this week," said Tooker. 
The tests will be given on cam¬ 
pus Nov. 18-19, he added. 

The counselor said the test 
was optional and pointed out that 
students making 70 and above on 
the test would be eligible for a 
.draft deferment. 

He added that male students 
subject to the draft are eligible 
to take the test, regardless of 
their present draft status. 

On the basis of grades, stu¬ 
dents are eligible for deferment 
if they rank in the upper half 
of male freshmen or the upper 
two-thirds of the sophomore 
elass. 

Col. Morris S. Schwartz, state 
director of Selective Service, 
said applications already have 
been mailed to local draft boards. 

TJC is one of 25 colleges and 
universities administering the 
test in November.

Rudd says that although there 
are more positions open to men, 
women are often placed on jobs 
requiring light office work, such 
as a secretarial position. 

As to scholastic requirements, 
for part-time employment, Rudd 
said that there are two rules he 
follows: 

(1) Few students on scholas¬ 
tic probation are placed in part- 
time employment. 

(2) Few students carrying a 
full scholastic load are permit¬ 
ted to hold full time jobs.

or “WF” (withdrawal while fail¬ 
ing), he said. 

Courses can be dropped 
through the tenth week while pas¬ 
sing with an “XP,” or while fail¬ 
ing with an “XF.” 

Fowler says the instructor 
of the course must sign the drop 
card because many times the 
“student’s reason for dropping 
is some small problem that can 
be easily worked out.” 

He singled out a “lighter 
load” as the main reason stu¬ 
dents give for dropping courses. 

Correct procedure for drop¬ 
ping a course is through the 
registrar’s office. The student 
picks up a drop card in the reg¬ 
istrar’s office and carries it to 
the instructor for his opinion and 
signature. He must then return 
the card to the registrar’s office 
before the drop is final.
